VIRGINIA MINERAL RESOURCES. 


Governor Claude A, Swanson of Vir- 
ginia has been active in a number of 
movements for the advancement of the 
Old Dominion. None of these, perhaps, 
is of more importance than the circula 
tion of the handsome volume “Mineral 
Resources of Virginia,” prepared by Dr. 
Thomas Leonard Watson, Professor of 
Economic Geology of the University of 
Virginia, and now head of the Geologi- 
cal Survey of the State.* The volume 
originated in the desire to direct prac 
tical attention to the value, 
location and commercial possibilities of 
Virginia’s varied mineral wealth, which 
has already reached an annual produc- 
tion value of $30,000,000.

A broad survey of the general geology 
of Virginia, which has the advantage of

Sut there are still stronger reasons why 
the lumber industry of the United States 
needs protection. 

In the first place, through the license 
system by which the Canadian Govern- 
ment furnishes stumpage to the Canadian 
mill man, he has to make little or no in- 
vestment in stumpage, and ‘the net result 
is that his stumpage costs him only from 
one-fourth to one-half what it costs his 
United States competitor, and stumpage 
is also very cheap in the countries to the 
south. 

In other words, the American mill man 
is literally sandwiched between Canada on 
the north and Mexico and Honduras on the 
south. 

Study for a few moments a combined 
map showing the United States and these 
countries, and note their natural advan- 
tages. 

The rivers of the United States are com- 
paratively far apart, and in the main flow 
away from its lumber markets rather than 
toward them, while the rivers of Canada 
are numerous, in some places, particularly 
the great Georgian Bay lumber territory, 
being so close together as to greatly facili- 
tate logging operations. How the 
logs go to the mills and the lumber from

To sum up the situation, the lumber 
manufacturer of the United States has for 
years been earnestly fighting to keep his 
footing in the markets of his own country 
against the above conditions, which give 
his foreign competitors, both north and 
south of him, the ability to place their 
lumber in the same markets anywhere 
from $3 to $5 per thousand superficial 
feet, board measure, cheaper than he can 
possibly do, and yet it is suggested that 
Congress shall now remove or reduce the 
tariff and thereby make his struggle not 
merely of doutbul profit, but absolutely 
hopeless. 

The impression seems to obtain in some 
quarters that the consumers of lumber 
are “the people,” and so far exceed in 
number the producers that they alone are 
entitled to consideration in arriving at a 
conclusion with regard to the tariff on 
lumber. 

Such, however, is not the case. Rail- 
way corporations alone consume a large 
percentage of the output. Wharf build- 
ing, bridge building and other work of a 
public or quasi public nature take up an- 
other large part; and hence comparatively 
only a small portion is actually consumed 
by “the people.” 

On the other hand, the producers are 
not so few if the immense army of labor- 
ers (and not merely the timber and mill- 
owners) are considered, not to speak of 
those collaterally interested, such as the 
transportation companies, bankers, manu- 
facturers of machinery, dealers in sup- 
plies, ete., all of whom would be seriously 
affected. Frequent allusions are made to 
large holdings of timber, and a persistent 
effort has been made to create the impres- 
sion that the timber and sawmills of the 
country are owned by a select few, but 
nothing is further from the mark. 

No corporation or individual controls 
more than 2 per cent. of the timber in the 
United States. The United States Gov- 
ernment is by far the largest owner of 
timber, leaving the remainder of the tim- 
ber well distributed among the 29,000 mills 
now being operated in this country, and 
the number of farmers and other 
small independent holders. 

Without regard, however, to who the 
producers and consumers are, we repeat 
and the statement that the 
actual consumers will not be materially 
benefited by the removal of the tariff. 

The statistics cited by Mr. J. B. White 
of Kansas City, Mo., and others establish 
the fact that the consumer, in consequence 
of the manufacture of practically all the 
tree and careful grading of the lumber, is 
enabled to buy exactly what he needs, and 
really gets his lumber cheaper than he

would if the removal or a reduction of the 
tariff should become an accomplished fact 
and many of the smaller mills be thereby 
forced to shut down, thus depriving the 
average consumer of a nearby supply and 
forcing him to pay a larger freight rate, 
and when even the larger mills will no 
longer be able to produce the lower grades, 
thus forcing the consumer, in many in- 
stances, to use a higher grade of lumber 
than he really needed and pay accordingly. 

Certain individuals in favored localities 
may escape these conditions, but consum- 
ers as a whole will experience greater dif- 





ficulty than at present in getting just the 
grade they want, and on the average the 
price will not be as satisfactory as it is 
now. 

The timber owner and mill 
man will, if the tariff on lumber is re-~ 
moved, save for himsclf as much as pos- 
sible of the $2 per thousand feet; next, 
the transportation companies will make an 
effort to secure some part of the benefit ; 
then the importer and wholesaler will get 
their share, and finally, the retail dealer 
will come so near taking all that is left of 
the $2 that the average consumer will 
hardly realize that any change in the mat- 
ter of tariff has taken place. 

That a reduction or removal of the 
tariff on lumber will tend to conserve the 
forests is a theoretical proposition that 
will not stand any analysis from a practi- 
cal standpoint. 

Competition is not on the high grades, 
but on the low grades—the grades ordered 
by the consumer, who will take anything 
that he can get the cheapest, provided it 
is called lumber. 

This cheap lumber is to a large extent 
made from the tops, slabs and other parts 
of the tree and log which, if the tariff be 
removed and the price is thus brought be- 
low the cost of production, can no longer 
be manufactured at a profit, and will be 
allowed to go to waste in the forest or be 
burned in the slab pit. 

Hence the exact opposite of forest con- 
servation will be the result. Instead of 
saving and preserving the forest, any re- 
duction or removal of the tariff will lead 
to the forests being more rapidly depleted, 
as the mills will be compelled to cut a 
great many more trees each day in order 
to cut a day’s average output when saw- 
ing and shipping only the high grades than 
when able, by reason of a proper pro- 
tective tariff, to manufacture and ship all 


Canadian 


grades. 

More trees cut, less lumber pro‘uced, 
greater risk of fire and practically nobody 
benefited but the Canadian timber man and 
foreign labor. 

The tariff on lumber cannot be treated 
as a distinct It is 
only one item going to make up the en- 
tire and should be considered 
relatively to every other article, and more 
particularly in regard to the items with 
which it competes or which enter into the 
cost of its production. 

The articles with which it competes are 
protected by an average ad valorem tariff 
of about 40 per cent., and the articles 
which affect the cost of its production have 
the benefit of a rate averaging anywhere 
from 30 to 45 per cent., while lumber is at 
the foot of the list with an ad valorem 
rate of less than 12 per cent. It would be 
rank discrimination to remove the tariff 
on lumber, or even reduce it, until all these 
other articles are placed at least on some- 
what of a parity with it. 

But, after all, where does the demand 
for the repeal or reduction of the tariff 
on lumber come from? In all the clamor 
on the subject the voice of the consumer 
is conspicuous by its absence, but in as- 
cending scale the yoices of the retail dealer, 
the wholesaler, importer and the Canadian 
manufacturer and timber owner denounce 
the American producer and make appeals 
on behalf of the American consumer—not 
for the sake of the consumer, which is the 
apparent burden of their song, but for the 
sake of the $2 per thousand feet which 
they will so thoroughly absorb that the 
consumer on whose behalf they wax elo- 
quent will scarcely find a trace or rem- 
nant left by the time the lumber reaches 
him. 

All of this would be bad enough if done 
openly and above board, but the worst 
feature of this whole matter is the effort

of the Canadian manufacturer and timber , 


owner to palm off paid emissaries and 
press agents not only on the public, but 
on Congress itself, as champions of the 
people and conservators of the forests of 
the United States. This class of impostor 
was recently discussed by Mr. Shevlin of 
Minneapolis, Minn.. who openly denounced 
such paid hirelings of the Canadian lum- 
ber interests. 

Another trick equally misleading is to 
state as the price of lumber the figure 
paid by the consumer to the retail dealer, 
which includes freight and intermediate 
expenses and all profits, and use the same 
as the basis for figuring the profit of the 
manufacturer, instead of taking as a basis 
for figuring this profit the price of lumber 
on board cars at the mill. 

When it is remembered that the freight, 
with intermediate expenses and profits, 
equal and often exceed the price obtained 
by the manufacturer at the mill, the worse 
than fallacy of any such figuring becomes 
self-evident. 

Surely such methods should receive the 
condemnation which they so richly merit, 
and the enterprise, energy and indomitable 
industry of the American manufacturer 
be still accorded the slight protection here- 
tofore given in the already unequal fight 
against the advantages, natural and arti- 
ficial, possessed by his ever resourceful 
and not overscrupulous competitors across 
the border.

We have every reason to feel confident in 
the success of our enterprise, and we be- 
lieve that there are many other farms in 
that region as well as in other portions of 
West Virginia which could be used very 
profitably for this purpose. It is our ex- 
pectation to couple poultry-raising with 
this enterprise, beginning this year. 

“There are thousands of acres of land 
in various portions of West Virginia upon 
which the finest apples and peaches can be 
successfully grown which are not now be- 
ing used for any purpose. Wherever the 
growing of either on well-selected land has 
been undertaken and managed in the 
proper manner the owners have reaped im- 
mense returns for their investment.

tion would involve in its first cost, but, 
realizing at the same time the strategical 
position which such a railroad would be 
bound to command, together with its great 
ultimate earning power, their faith was 
sufficient to cause them to dare to do 
what others had dreamed of. 

The great importance of a railroad 
practically along the line as now adopted 
was conceived some 20 years ago by the 
promoters of the Charleston, Cincinnati 
and Chicago Railway, familiarly known as 
the “Three Cs,” 
war the value of such a line, connecting 
the South and West and pushing on to the 
seacoast, was fully appreciated and advo- 
cated. Those behind the “Three Cs” 


undertaking realized the commanding posi- 


although even before the 


tion of such a railroad, and although a 
portion of the line was constructed, the 
project was abandoned about 1890, owing 
to a lack of funds, due principally to the 
famous Baring failure. The project was 
next taken up by Mr. George L. Carter, 
the present head of the Carolina, Clinch- 
field & Ohio Railway, who conceived a 
railroad on a much broader scale than out- 
lined by its predecessor, being fully alive 
to the strategical position which such a 
road would command. To his never-failing 
faith, his unbounded confidence and per- 
sistent determination is due more than to 
any other cause the success of the project. 
He never ceased in his efforts to impress 
capitalists with the true value of the 
undertaking, and was finally rewarded by 
securing the backing of some of the lead- 
ing financial interests of the country. 
Moreover, he convinced them that in order 
to be a real success and serve its real pur- 
pose the road must be constructed along 
the broad lines he had planned for it, 
which meant the outlay of many millions 
of dollars. 

Once the plans were determined upon, 
every effort has been expended in securing 
the desired results, which consisted in the 
main of two definite objects, viz.: To 
cross the Blue Ridge mountains on the 
lowest possible grade and to build in the 
beginning a road on which future main- 
tenance charges would be at a minimum. 
With these objects before them the man- 
agement gathered about them the highest 
engineering and constructive forces that 
it was possible to obtain. The line was 
located, plans prepared and construction 
work carried on toward completion. Many 
intricate engineering and constructive 
problems were confronted and overcome 
regardless of the expense entailed. Moun- 
tains were laid low and valleys were filled 
in, tunnels follow one another in rapid 
succession, and in several places where 
other work was impracticable large steel 


fact, the predominating determination in 
the minds of all was to maintain the grade. 
No matter what engineering difficulties 
presented themselves, no matter what the 
cost would be, the grade must be main- 
tained. To do this and not depart from 
the plans as laid out has necessarily in- 
volved extraordinarily heavy construction. 

Exclusive of the portion of the line from 
Dante, Va., to Elkhorn, Ky., there are 35 
tunnels on the road, with an aggregate 
length of six miles. In all of the work

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IRON MARKET SEEMS ADRIFT. 





Little Recent Material Change in the 
Birmingham District. 
[Special Cor. Manufacturers Record.] 
Birmingham, Ala., February 7. 

There has been no material change in 
the iron market since last letter. The de- 
mand has been of a perfunctory character. 
The orders, when they come, are of the 
lean kind, and to one familiar with the 
ways of the iron-buying world they seem 
to be needed for filling up purposes. Con- 
sequently, their amounts are restricted to 
what is absolutely needed at the moment. 
Most of the orders received are for prompt 
and nearby shipment. Some of the inter- 
ests here reported that they had booked 
no orders during the entire week. There 
were others who booked some business, 
but had to guarantee analysis. There 
were some bids received on a $12.50 basis, 
delivery during the first half, and it seemed 
from the way the bids came that some 
round lots could have been placed had 
sellers been disposed to accept that price. 
But as far as can be ascertained, there 
have been no orders accepted below the 
basis of $13. This does not include re- 
sale iron, whose price is generally 25 cents 
less than regular iron. A small lot of 4 
per cent. silicon iron brought $14.50, and 
one of 3% per cent. brought $14.25. A 
small lot of No. 2 soft went at $13, and a 
small lot of No. 3 foundry went on that 
basis, and there was one lot of 200 tons 
that went on the same basis. This was» 
the largest sale reported during the week 
of that grade. There was one sale of No. 
4 foundry at $12.25 which covered 50 tons, 
and one sale of 300 tons of gray forge 
which brought $11.50. For charcoal iron 
there was a slight demand, resulting in 
small sales at $20. These reports show 
the narrowness of the market. Your cor- 
respondent hears very little of the holding 
up of shipments. He also hears very lit- 
tle of any probability of putting any new 
furnaces in blast. Taking a conservative 
view of the situation, one cannot but think 
that in the present condition of the mar- 
ket it is very susceptible to influences that 
could on slight provocation move it either

The Birmingham Coal & Iron Co. were 
forced into receiver’s hands on last Fri- 
day afternoon. The act was a surprise to 
many people in this district. Mr. H. M. 
Atkinson, who was formerly its president, 
says the receivership of the Birmingham 
Coal & Iron Co. is due to business depres- 
sion. He says: “The company has been 
developing its property during the last 
two years, and during this entire period it 
has been in the midst of the construction 
work, which has just been completed.

Seaboard Air Line Report.
